What are the 
chemical endowments which have 
come ilown to present day anim3,î«. ytt 
knoxf that they cannot be traced ft»- 
ther back than the period of ordinary 
evolution, ftrr many figures and an- 
alyses show that the preacace of kld- 
ne.VH tend to keep constant the cn- 
.cenirations and ratios of concentra- 
tions of diffei-eni inorganic «.ilts in 
the blood plasma. This i.« demonstra- 
ted by the evolution of, h-ora* and p!s 
from whale. 

Analysis of fiuid from tissue of jelly 
fsli shows that the 03ncentra.tions of 
.«alt.s 1b isotonic 'with that "of Ihe pres- 
ent day ocean. In the case of Liiimu- 
lus thV conccnli'iitions are ne.Trly those 
of the ocean, but in the lobster the 
enncenir.Tlion is Icwer^ showinc that 
the kidney Ik partiaJly re.iialing the 
infiuoncie of cnternal o»ntoi:ic pressure, 
by the production of urea. The con- 
centi'ations In the cas» ot mammals 
are extremely low.
